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LEGISLATURE  REPORT 


To:  The  Town  of  Sunapee,  N.H. 

From:  George  I.  Wiggins,  your  representative  February  6,  1976 

Last  year  I  had  given  you  a  report  of  what  had  happened  in  the 
Legislature  through  February. 

We  had  a  normal  three-day  week  through  March  with  committee 
days  on  Wednesdays  and  House  Actions  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. 

The  third  week  in  April  it  was  made  public  that  for  the  next  two 
weeks  there  was  to  be  testimony  only  in  favor,  none  against.  This  I 
protested  unsuccessfully.  Bringing  these  bills  to  the  House  Floor  with- 
out proper  time  for  hearings  resulted  in  the  passage  of  some  very  bad 
laws. 

In  my  last  report,  I  told  of  the  younger  Representatives  and  their 
ideas  to  create  change  regardless  of  the  financial  costs.  Their  ideas 
seem  indicative  of  the  philosophy  being  taught  in  schools  and  colleges 
today. 

We  have  to  be  fiscally  prudent  and  keep  close  tabs  on  our 
retirement  funds.  As  of  now,  we  are  $2,000,000  behind.  The  Bonded 
Debt  of  the  state  is  getting  to  be  quite  large.  All  this;  and  state 
employees'  wage  rates  have  to  be  kept  in  balance. 

We  have  had  several  bills  in  the  name  of  consumer  legislation.  By 
study  of  the  contents,  it  shows  that  for  the  most  part  they  will  hurt  the 
consumer  rather  than  help  him  or  her.  We  should  spend  quite  a  bit  of 
time  reviewing  laws  on  the  books  to  see  what  is  contradictory  and  what 
can  be  repealed. 

The  lessons  New  York  City  has  presented  show  how  fiscally  foolish 
political  groups  can  get  and  that  they  will  give  anything  to  anybody  as 
long  as  they  can  stay  in  power. 

Let  us  hope  that  people  will  return  to  being  fiscally  responsible  and 
spend  within  the  limits  of  their  own  incomes.

to  control  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages 

on  certain  public  property 

The  Town  of  Sunapee  Ordains: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  drink,  consume,  attempt  to 
consume  or  to  possess  any  open  bottle,  can,  or  other  container,  having 
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therein  any  alcoholic  liquor  or  malt  beverage  in  the  following  public 
places: 

1.  Dewey  Beach  including  parking  lot,  Dewey  Beach  Road  and 
Garnet  Street  extending  100  yards  North  and  South  of  said  Beach 
property. 

2.  Georges  Mills  Beach,  dock  and  Cooper  Street. 

3.  Sunapee  Town  Dock  and  Park,  rest  rooms  and  parking  area  at 
said  dock. 

4.  Ben  Mere  premises. 

5.  All  school  property  and  premises. 

6.  Main  Street  from  Route  11  to  Lake  Avenue  including  all  parking 
lots  thereon. 

7.  Route  11  from  Route  103-B  to  Garnet  Street  including  all 
parking  lots  thereon. 

8.  Lake  Avenue  from  the  Harbor  to  the  Clear  Water  Inn. 

9.  Garnet  Street  from  the  Harbor  to  Harbor  Marine. 

10.  Main  Street  in  Georges  Mills  and  Prospect  Hill  Road  to  the 
Church. 

Section  2.  Alcoholic  liquors  and  malt  beverages  shall  include  all 
distilled  liquors,  or  rectified  spirits,  vinous,  fermented,  brewed,  and 
malt  liquors;  any  beverage,  by  whatever  name  called,  containing  more 
than  one  percent  of  alcohol  by  volume  at  60  degrees  Fahrenheit;  and 
any  beverage  of  which  any  part  is  an  alcoholic  liquor  or  malt  beverage. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  upon  application  to  it  may  issue 
a  permit  to  any  person,  persons,  groups,  or  corporations  for  the  con- 
sumption of  alcoholic  liquors  or  malt  beverages  within  any  of  the  pro- 
hibited areas  as  hereinbefore  setforth  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Board  may  see  fit  to  impose  upon  the  granting  of  any  such 
permit. 

Section  4.  Violation  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $25.00  nor  more  than  $50.00. 

Section  5.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

ARTICLE  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
Ordinance  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto: 

TOWN  OF  SUNAPEE,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

AN  ORDINANCE 

to  control  and  regulate  the  conduct  of  public  dances 

and  concerts. 

The  Town  of  Sunapee  ordains: 

Section  1 .  Licenses  Required.  Every  person  or  organization  holding 
a  dance  or  concert  where  a  fee  or  charge  is  made  for  dancing  or  for 
admission  to  the  place  of  dance  or  concert  shall  prior  thereto  obtain  a 
written  license  from  the  selectmen.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance, 
a  fee  or  charge  is  deemed  to  be  made  notwithstanding  that  admission 
may  be  limited  to  those  invited,  or  that  women  or  certain  classes  of 
persons  may  be  admitted  free  or  that  the  admission  fee  or  charge  is  for 
a  show,  exhibition  or  entertainment  followed  by  a  dance  with  no  extra 
charge  for  dancing  or  that  financial  contributions  are  sought  from  those 
in  attendance. 

Section  2.  Application  For  License.  Application  shall  be  made  to 
the  selectmen  for  the  license  required  by  Section  1.  The  application 
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shall  include  the  name  of  the  person  or  organization  responsible  for  the 
conduct  of  the  dance  or  concert,  the  time,  place  and  duration  of  the 
dance  or  concert  and  the  number  of  persons  expected  to  be  in  attend- 
ance thereat.  No  application  shall  include  more  than  one  place,  but  may 
include  more  than  one  time,  and  times  may  be  expressed  in  general 
terms  such  as  "every  Tuesday  evening"  or  "every  evening  except 
Sunday"  or  the  like.  The  application  shall  contain  an  undertaking  from 
the  applicant  that  order  shall  be  maintained,  that  there  will  be  no  ex- 
cessive noise  or  disturbance  of  the  peace  and  that  intoxicated  persons 
will  be  denied  admission  or  ejected. 

Section  3.  Issuance  of  License.  The  selectmen  may  issue  a  license 
for  the  dance  or  concert  as  specified  in  the  application  if  they  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  applicant  is  a  responsible  person  or 
organization  and  that  the  undertakings  set  forth  in  the  application  will 
be  met.  In  issuing  a  license,  the  selectmen  may  impose  reasonable 
limitations  on  the  duration  of  a  dance  or  concert  or  the  use  of 
intoxicating  beverages.  The  selectmen  shall  also  determine  whether  the 
fees  prescribed  in  section  5  will  be  adequate  to  reimburse  the  town  for 
any  extra  expense  incurred  in  protecting  the  health,  safety,  welfare  or 
property  of  inhabitants  of  the  Town,  which  can  reasonably  be  attributed 
to  the  event  to  be  licensed.  When  the  fees  are  found  to  be  inadequate, 
the  selectmen  may  require  the  applicant  to  agree  in  writing  to 
reimburse  the  town  for  the  amount  of  such  expense  in  excess  of  the 
fees  and  further  may  require  the  applicant  to  furnish  a  bond  for  the 
payment  thereof  in  a  form  acceptable  to  the  selectmen,  as  a  condition 
for  issuance  of  the  license. 

Section  4.  Attendance  of  Police  Required.  One  or  more  police  officers 
shall  be  in  attendance  at  every  such  dance  or  concert  unless  the 
selectmen  determine  that  no  police  attendance  is  required,  in  which 
event  the  license  shall  so  state.  Where  police  attendance  is  required,  at 
least  one  police  officer  shall  be  in  attendance  for  every  fifty  persons 
expected  to  attend.  Police  officers  shall  be  designated  by  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  applicant.  Police  officers  in 
attendance  shall  preserve  order  and  shall  stop  any  disorderly  or 
improper  dancing  or  disorderly  conduct  and  shall  remove  any  person 
disregarding  their  instructions. 

Section  5.  Fees.  The  license  fee  for  each  dance  or  concert  shall  be 
Five  Dollars.  The  fee  for  police  attendance  shall  be  set  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Chief  of  Police.  The  fees  established  by  this  section 
shall  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Town  Clerk.  The  selectmen  may  in  their 
discretion  waive  all  or  part  of  the  fees  provided  for  in  this  section 
where  the  applicant  is  a  religious,  charitable  or  educational  organiza- 
tion. 

Section  6.  Revocation  of  License.  The  selectmen  may  revoke  any 
license  where  the  applicant  has  violated  any  provision  of  this  ordinance 
or  has  failed  to  meet  the  undertakings  set  forth  in  the  application  or 
wherever  necessary  to  protect  the  health,  safety,  welfare  or  property  of 
inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Sunapee. 

Section  7.  Penalty.  Violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punishable 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  One  Hundred  Dollars. 

ARTICLE  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Sewer  Commission  to  meet  with  the  Selectmen  and  Sewer  Commission 
of  the  Town  of  New  London  and  see  if  it  is  feasible  to  allow  the  Town 
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of  New  London  to  use  our  wastewater  treatment  plant,  and  report  these 
findings  to  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  with- 
draw,:! from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs 
against  budgeted  appropriations,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $22,500.00  in  order  to  purchase  a  new  four-wheel  drive 
dump  truck  with  front-mounted  wing  and  plow  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $4,300.00  in  order  to  purchase  a  new  sand  hopper  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  Commission  would  like  to  see  as  much  summer  service  elimi- 
nated as  possible.  In  order  to  reach  this  goal  we  undertook  two  projects 
this  year  that  replaced  over  1,200  feet  of  summer  service  with 
permanent  water.  One  of  the  projects  was  Sunny  Knoll  and  the  other 
was  from  Huttons  Cabins  to  the  first  bridge  at  the  Georges  Mills  Fire 
Station.  These  projects  also  add  additional  water  users  and  revenue. 

The  old  reservoir  was  remodeled  this  year  by  Guniting  the  tank 
and  installing  a  new  dome  roof.  We  now  have  1,000,000  gallons  of 
water  stored  and  this  volume  of  water  entitles  the  Town  of  Sunapee  to 
reduced  fire  rates  which  saves  us  all  premium  dollars  on  our  insurance 
rates. 

The  Water  Dept.  generated  enough  private  work  this  year  to  earn 
enough  additional  money  to  purchase  12  water  meters.  These  meters 
will  be  installed  in  selected  commercial  businesses  in  order  to  obtain 
the  proper  facts  to  reach  a  fair  water  cost  per  gallon  used. 

We  feel  that  we  operated  the  water  department  in  a  very  efficient 
manner  this  year  and  at  the  lowest  cost  possible  to  the  users  of  the 
service.

Sunapee  Sewer  Department 
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SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

The  employees  of  the  sewer  department  spend  the  majority  of  their 
workdays  maintaining  the  equipment  at  the  sewer  plant  and  the 
pumping  stations.  We  operated  this  year  with  one  and  a  half  employees 
which  will  be  increased  to  two  full-time  employees  in  1976  due  to  state 
and  federal  regulations.  We  have  a  licensed  operator  now  and  need  to 
have  a  full-time  operator  in  training  who  is  qualified  to  take  over  the 
operation  of  the  plant  in  an  emergency. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  see  the  sewer  service  lines  extended 
to  a  heavily  populated  area  in  order  to  allow  us  to  obtain  more  users 
and  keep  the  sewer  rates  at  a  reasonable  cost.  We  presently  have  one 
of  the  lowest  sewer  charges  in  the  area. 

We  have  an  extremely  modern  and  efficient  plant  in  Sunapee  and 
it's  maintained  during  the  week  by  men  who  would  be  willing  to  take 
any  interested  taxpayers  on  a  tour  of  this  fine  plant.  We  are  fortunate 
to  have  this  plant  as  it  definitely  adds  to  the  high  rating  of  Lake 
Sunapee. 


PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  held  regularly  scheduled  public  meetings  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  during  1975.  The  board  reviewed  15 
requests  for  subdivisions,  and  approved  eight.  Extra  meetings  totaled 
five,  and  were  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  board. 

On  Sept.  16  at  a  special  Town  Meeting,  the  town  voted  to  partici- 
pate in  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program.  At  the  time,  it  was 
recommended  by  Mr.  Hoffman  of  the  Dept.  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  that  the  Planning  Board  work  to  adopt  certain  regulations 
pertaining  to  special  flood  areas. 

The  Planning  Board  was  also  asked  to  help  find  a  suitable  site  for 
the  new  Post  Office.  After  three  meetings  with  Post  Office  officials,  and 
surveying  many  proposed  sites,  it  was  decided  that  property  on  High 
Street  was  the  only  parcel  available  which  met  Post  Office  Dept.  re- 
quirements. 

The  Planning  Board  extends  sincere  thanks  to  Elwin  Nutting  and 
Delnoce  Goubert  for  their  years  of  service  to  the  town.  New  members 
of  the  board  are  Marie  Fitts  and  George  Nielsen.

This  year's  work  was  concentrated  on  replacing  poor  culverts  and 
drainage.  A  series  of  catch  basins  was  built  and  new  pipe  was  laid  by 
the  Woodbine  Cottage  and  Ben  Mere  corner.  Pipe  was  replaced  by 
Laskey's  store  and  new  basin  built.  New  pipe  was  laid  at  Garnet  St.  by 
the  pumping  station.  New  culvert  at  Vail's  Corner.  Three  culverts  were 
replaced  on  North  Rd.  One  culvert  replaced  by  Steve  Warren's,  one  on 
Sugar  House  hill,  and  some  driveway  culverts  were  replaced.  Two 
culverts  on  Lake  Rd.  by  Fernwood. 

The  highways  were  hard  hit  by  the  summer's  heavy  rain  with  a  lot 
of  washouts  and  plugged  culverts. 

Some  of  our  roads  were  oiled  and  some  of  our  worst  hills  were 
shimmed  with  patch  hoping  to  do  more  this  year. 

The  T.R.A.  on  the  Lake  Road  was  finished  and  oiled. 

Our  fall  was  good  to  us  so  we  got  a  lot  of  ditching  done.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city  councils,  the 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several 
deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and  city  every  three  years.  The 
town  or  city  warden  is  responsible  for  maintaining  a  force  of  men  and 
adequate  equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire  that  occurs  in  his  town  or 
city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The  fire  warden  must  authorize  all 
open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires 
can  be  authorized  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining, 
without  the  additional  permission  of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  forest 
fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires  also  require  the  warden's 
permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire  Service, 
assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these  requirements  by  training 
the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in  wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making 
hand  tool  suppression  equipment  available  at  50  percent  of  cost, 
supplying  pieces  of  federal  excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack 
vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  50  percent  of  the  cost  of  wildfire  suppression 
costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  program. 
Smokey  the  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service  for  local  fire 
prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available  for 
distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon  request  to  the  Forest  Fire 
Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous 
wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city.

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ENGINEER'S  REPORT 
Sunapee  Fire  Department 

From  December  1,  1974  to  November  30,  1975,  your  Fire 
Department  answered  a  total  of  29  alarms  of  which  eight  called  out  the 
entire  Department. 

Work  was  completed  on  the  sewer  system  at  the  Sunapee  station 
and  on  the  water  system  at  the  Georges  Mills  station. 

We  are  still  working  on  developing  a  radio  alerting  system  for 
quicker  dispatching  of  our  men.  As  yet  we  have  not  found  a  system  to 
our  liking  at  a  reasonable  cost.  We  have  asked  and  obtained  permission 
from  the  selectmen  to  retain  the  unexpended  money  appropriated  for 
radios  during  1975  for  use  in  1976. 

During  1976  we  will  be  working  on  developing  plans  for  a  new  fire 
engine  which  in  effect  will  replace  the  1953  engine  at  Georges  Mills. 
The  National  Board  of  Underwriters,  which  sets  insurance  rates, 
recommends  that  apparatus  over  20  years  old  be  replaced.  If  new 
apparatus  is  ordered  in  March  of  1977  it  will  finally  put  us  in  a  position 
of  replacing  one  pumping  engine  every  seven  years  which  will  keep  us 
within  their  requirements.

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SUNAPEE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  1975 

One  of  the  major  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  was  the  com- 
pletion and  acceptance  of  a  set  of  Soil  Survey  Maps  for  the  town.  This 
information  was  prepared  by  the  Soil  Scientists  of  the  Sullivan  Count)" 
Soil  Conservation  District  with  offices  in  Claremont.  N.H.  This  basic 
data  will  provide  reliable  information  for  all  branches  of  government 
having  to  do  with  land  and  water:  likewise,  land  developers  will  find  it 
a  valuable  tool.  A  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation  defrayed  a  large  pan 
of  the  costs.  The  commission  is  currently  having  a  map  storage  cabinet 
constructed  which  will  be  located  in  the  town  office.  One  educational 
meeting  and  a  tour  was  held  to  demonstrate  the  usefulness  of  the 
information.  More  are  contemplated. 

Other  projects  undertaken  included  the  marking  of  curable  trees  on 
the  north  side  of  Dewey  Woods  so  townspeople  could  cut  firewood. 
While  the  activity  was  an  experiment  it  worked  out  well:  the  forest  was 
improved  and  those  that  enrolled  obtained  some  fuel.  An  area  on  the 
east  side  of  Route  11  also  in  Dewey  Woods  has  been  flagged  for  the 
benefit  of  our  residents. 

Dredge  and  fill  applications  have  been  reviewed  and  in  several 
instances  on  the  spot  examinations  have  been  made. 

A  sign  is  in  process  of  construction,  marking  the  Webb  Forest 
which  is  under  easement  for  the  enjoyment  of  Sunapee  residents  and 
their  guests. 

The  commission  is  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  town  officials  and 
the  support  of  our  townspeople.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Recreation  Committee  completed  two  major  projects  in  1975  — 
Dewey  Field  and  the  ski  tow.  Completion  of  the  ball  field  consisted  of 
laying  out  the  infield,  erecting  a  backstop  and  temporary  outfield  fence, 
and  widening  the  access  to  the  field  from  Route  11.  The  field  was  used 
this  year  by  the  high  school  girls'  varsity  and  JV  softball  teams  in 
addition  to  the  Little  League  teams  and  girls'  softball  team.  Because  of 
the  turnout  for  Little  League,  we  had  to  add  another  team  giving  us 
three  teams  of  15  players  each. 

We  had  a  very  active  summer  program.  Fifty-one  swimmers  re- 
ceived certificates  in  various  categories  and  there  was  a  series  of 
synchronized  swimming  workshops.  A  new  program  was  initiated  for 
three  to  four-year  olds.  This  program  was  to  familiarize  and  orient 
preswimmers.  There  were  five  mini-trips  and  one  bike  trip  plus  the 
annual  trip  to  Mt.  Sunapee.  Participation  in  the  arts  and  craft  program 
was  much  higher  this  year.  Success  of  these  programs  can  be  attributed 
to  the  efforts  and  direction  of  Spring  Burrington.  New  ladders  and  a 
bike  rack  were  purchased  for  Dewey  Beach  and  considerable  work  was 
done  at  the  Georges  Mills  beach  where  the  beach  was  dredged  to 
remove  the  accumulation  of  debris  and  sand  was  brought  in  to  improve 
the  beach.  A  wall  was  constructed  to  prevent  the  erosion  of  the  beach 
which  necessitated  adding  sand  each  year. 

Skating  this  year  is  being  provided  at  Coffin  Park.  A  considerable 
amount  of  effort  was  required  to  prepare  the  ski  tow  for  operation  this 
year  and  the  majority  of  it  was  provided  by  volunteer  help. 

The  Saturday  morning  basketball  program  for  fourth  to  sixth 
graders  was  extended  this  year  to  include  girls.  Recreation  programs 
for  aduts  include  basketball  and  volleyball  and  are  held  on  Sunday 
nights.  An  adult  dance  was  held  in  the  spring  which,  if  interest 
warrants  it,  could  be  a  yearly  event. 

The  committee  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who  volunteered  their 
time  and  services.  More  volunteers  would  be  welcomed,  particularly  in 
the  baseball  and  softball  programs.  Anyone  interested  may  contact  the 
committee.

The  Coffin  Park  Committee  spent  most  of  its  time  on  routine 
upkeep,  but  made  some  headway  on  its  improvement  plans.  A  lawn 
mower  was  purchased  for  the  park,  eliminating  the  necessity  of  using  a 
personally  owned  machine. 

The  Town  Highway  Dept.  was  kind  enough  to  provide  a  few  loads 
of  fill,  which  was  used  to  fill  some  rather  deep  holes  in  the  further  area 
of  the  park.  They  were  quite  a  hazard. 

We  also  continued  work  on  the  picnic  table  sites,  and  we  cleaned 
up  the  old  roadway  a  bit  in  the  hopes  that  the  park  might  be  used  for 
sliding.  This  past  winter,  the  committee  extended  permission  to  the 
Recreation  Committee  to  use  the  parking  area  for  a  skating  rink.

The  next  step  is  the  development  of 
more  lawn  area  using  some  of  the  loam  that  is  piled  there.

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $715,505.50,  as  recommended  by  the  School  Board,  for  the 
support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  School  District 
Officials  and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
the  District,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation 
of  available  income  estimated  at  $35,735. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  increase  the  services 
of  the  Music  Instructor  from  three  to  four  days  per  week  and  raise  and 
appropriate  an  additonal  $1,500  to  cover  said  service. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  any  unen- 
cumbered balance  accruing  June  30,  1976  in  excess  of  $3,000  be  placed 
in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  toward  future  school  transporta- 
tion needs.

To  the  Citizens  of  Sunapee: 

Several  significant  items  of  our  operation  may  be  of  interest: 

ENROLLMENT  .  .  . 

Elementary  (Grades  1-6)  186 

Junior  High  (Grades  7-8)  70 

Senior  High  (Grades  9-12)  142 

Total  398 

SCHOOL  PLANT  .  .  . 

The  adjustment  to  the  new  plant  has  been  successful  and  we  look 
forward  to  positive  results. 
ATHLETIC  FIELD  .  .  . 

A  major  job  has  been  done  in  raising  the  level  of  the  area.  Seeding 
was  done  late  in  the  fall.  Eventually  we  will  have  an  excellent  facility. 

Grades  1-6  have  adjusted  well  to  the  Central  School  plant.   We 
hope  to  promote  a  gradual  improvement  program  for  this  building  to 
renovate  it  to  present-day  standards. 
1975-76  BUDGET  .  .  . 

An  over- all  5%  reduction  by  the  voters  at  the  1975  Annual  Meeting 
required  a  number  of  financial  changes  for  this  present  school  year. 
Several  major  ones  involved  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  salary  increases, 
health  insurance,  and  course  credit  allowance,  elimination  of  an  Aide, 
reduction  in  the  amounts  for  instructional  materials,  elimination  of  the 
District's  allotment  to  the  School  Lunch  Program,  and  making  a  student 
charge  for  the  course  in  Driver  Education. 
LEARNING  DISABILITIES  PROGRAM  .  .  . 

Although  the  regular  budget  was  cut  by  5%,  a  Special  Article 
providing  $10,000  for  a  Learning  Disabilities  Program  was  passed. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  an  excellent  program  is  underway 
under  the  capable  direction  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Brown  who  was  employed 
with  special  experience  in  this  field. 
SALE  OF  PORTABLE  CLASSROOMS  .  .  . 

Arrangements  have  finally  been  completed  for  the  sale  of  all  three 
temporary,  portable  classrooms  which  were  used  for  elementary  classes 
for  a  number  of  years  while  the  building  program  was  in  process.  One 
was  sold  (and  has  been  removed)  to  the  Kearsarge  Regional  School 
District  for  a  Library  unit  at  the  Warner  Elementary  School.  Sales 
agreements  have  been  signed  for  the  other  two  with  Coe-Brown 
Academy  of  Northwood  —  with  removal  scheduled  during  the  summer 
months  —  after  June  30,  1976.  The  sale  price  totals  $16,000  —  the 
estimated  budget  figure. 

A  supply  of  new  playground  equipment  is  scheduled  for  the  area 
—  once  the  portables  are  gone. 
ATHLETIC  PROGRAMS  .  .  . 

An  expanded  program  of  sports  activities  has  been  developed  at 
both  junior  and  senior  high  levels  for  both  girls  and  boys.  The 
participation  is  very  high.  This  is  good  —  but  it  is  reflected  in  higher 
costs  in  the  1976-77  budget  for  coaches,  equipment  and  athletic 
transportation.

REPORT  OF  CAREER  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR 

The  school  year  1975-76  has  shown  progress  in  a  movement  toward 
integrating  Career  Education  concepts  into  the  school  system  from 
Grades  1  through  12. 

This  year  under  the  direction  of  Kenneth  Greenbaum,  Sunapee 
Central  School  is  involved  in  a  total  school  commitment  to  an  innovative 
approach  to  integration  of  Career  Education  through  the  "Sunapee 
Project."  This  project,  which  reflects  Sunapee's  commitment  to 
continuous  progress  education  for  the  students,  will  have  as  its  outcome 
the  production  of  a  product,  it's  advertisement,  sales  and  distribution. 
Each  grade  level  will  play  an  important  part  in  the  process,  with  a 
focus  on  relating  learning  in  Language  Arts,  Social  Studies,  Mathe- 
matics, Science  and  Art  to  a  "real  life"  situation.  Understanding  in 
such  areas  as  Decision-Making,  Self-Awareness,  Educational 
Awareness,  Appreciation  and  Attitudes,  and  Employ  ability  Skills,  as 
well  as  beginning  Economic  Awareness  will  be  stressed.  Plans  include 
much  involvement  of  the  local  community  as  a  resource  of  information 
and  experiences. 

Several  teachers  in  the  elementary  school  are  incorporating  Career 
Education  activities  and  materials  into  their  curriculum  apart  from  the 
project. 

At  Sunapee  Junior/  Senior  High  School  the  Guidance  Department 
continues  to  create  a  program  which  serves  the  needs  of  individual 
students  through  providing  information,  counseling  and  testing  relating 
to  career  choice,  personal  understanding,  and  educational 
opportunities.  The  Social  Studies  Department  incorporates  economic 
understanding,  self- awareness,  and  decision  making  components  into 
its  offerings.  As  a  valuable  feature  of  the  total  union  program,  the 
English  Department  is  meeting  jointly  with  the  departments  at  Kear- 
sarge  and  Newport  to  examine  their  programs  with  an  expected 
outcome  to  be  a  sharing  of  resources  and  materials,  as  well  as  expertise 
in  this  tight  economic  period. 

Some  other  departments  are  including  career  and  world  of  work 
information  in  their  programs,  as  well  as  decision- making  skills.  All 
departments  are  being  assessed  as  to  their  Career  Education  content, 
in  order  to  allow  them  to  use  the  resources  of  the  Career  Education 
office  more  efficiently,  and  to  develop  programs  of  action  where 
needed. 

The  Home  Economics  Department  has  engaged  in  a  series  of 
meetings  with  those  of  Kearsarge  and  Newport,  and  cooperatively  has 
developed  a  program  of  common  resource  lists,  material  exchange  and 
joint  projects. 

I  feel  the  future  looks  good  for  our  efforts  and  I  am  deeply 
indebted  to  the  administration  and  staff  who  have  supported  and 
participated  in  the  development  of  our  program  here.
